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CLAIMS: 



*k Use of a combination of compounds in the preparation of a composition of for 
the treatment of erectile dysfunction in human males, the compounds comprising 
glyceryl trinitrate and lanolin. 

2. A method orcosmetic treatment for improving the bodily appearance of human 
males, the method comprising applying to the penis a composition comprising an 
effective amount of glyceryl trinitrate and lanolin, and causing or permitting the 
composition to penetrate the skin\^\ 

3. A method of treatment of erectilkdysfunction in males comprises applying to 
the penis a composition comprises an effective^ amount of glyceryl trinitrate and lanolin, 
and causing or permitting the composition to penetrate the skin of the penile shaft. 

4. The use of glyceryl trinitrate and lanolin in combination as a cosmetic product. 

5. The use as claimed in claim 1 or claim 4, or a method of cosmetic treatment as 
claimed in claim 2 or claim 3, in which the glyceryl trinitrate is\dsorbed on a solid 
stabilizer in finely-divided particulate form. > 
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The use or the method according to claim in which 



the gTyceiyl\initrate is adsorbed on the lactose at a concentration of from 5 to 20% by 
weight. 

ll^ The use or the method according to any preceding claim, in which the glyceryl 
trinitrate is present in^concentration up to 5% by weight.

In combination, a composition as defined in claim l and a condom. 
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
